Thanks Envoys for Efforts to 
Bring Peace Between the 
Republics. 



WASHINGTON, April 30.— It was 
asserted here to-day on unquestionable 
authority that the South American en- 
voys who are seeking to avert a crisis 
in Mexico have appealed to European 
governments for friendly offices to fa- 
cilitate mediation between Mexico 
and the United States. The appeal, 
it was stated, did not include a re- 
quest, as reported abroad, that the 
powers use their influence upon Pres- 
ident Wilson to name conditions 
which would insure success of the ne- 
gotiations. 

It also was learned that a proposal 
to General Carranza, as head of the 
Constitutionalists, to join the armis- 
tice proposed between the United 
States and Huerta, has been made by 
the mediating Envoys. 

The proposal was forwarded to 
General Carranza following his ac- 
ceptance of the good offices of Brazil, 
Argentina and Chile, and is a part of 
the plan of the Envoys to secure a 
j general cessation or Hostilities in all 
1 Mexico pending the mediation negoti- 
ations. 

Carranza's entry into the first big 
attempt of Pan-American diplomacy 
was confirmed early to-day by his ac- 
ceptance in principle of the tender of 
the good offices of Argentina, Brazil 
and Chile. His reply, forwarded from 
Chihuahua, thanked the envoys for 



The State Game and Fish Commis- 
sion in session at Pineville for two 
days, concluded its business early 
Tuesday afternoon, the most import- 
ant of which was the establishment 
of a school of instruction for the paid 
wardens of the State, to be held at 
Frankfort in the form of a convention 
lasting three or four days during the 
summer months, the instruction to 
cover every branch of the business. 
The easiest and least expensive way 
to care for the inhabitants of the pre- 
serve, especially the young, how to 
proceed when a poacher is caught, etc. 

It was decided to devote the /unds 
and labor of the commission during 
the coming year to inauguration of 
other preserves throughout the State 
along the sameline as the one in Bell; 
county,, upon which eighteen deer* 
have been liberated, and where the* 
members of the commission say they 
have found the conditions ideal. 

Only one addition was made to t 
number of wardens now on duty, an 
that was the appointment of Capt. 
F. Freese, of Louisa, as special de 
uty, or traveling warden. It was an- 
nounced that all the public streams 
of the State will be restocked with 
fish very shortly. The first consign- 
ment of 10,000,000 of fish will reach 
Frankfort about May 10, and from 
there will be transported to the vari- 
ous streams in cans, which have been 
purchased for the purpose. The ex- 
pense incident to the transfer of the 
fish to the various streams and their 
liberation therein will be borne by the 
commission, which has authorized J. 
Quincy Ward, executive agent, to 
make a special trip to the Fisheries 
Department at Washington, in order 
that he may in person secure the fish 
desired and attend to their speedy de- 
livery, in restocking the streams a 
new method of procedure is to be fol- 
lowed, and instead of granting the ap- 
plications of various individuals to 
restock small portions of streams as 
has heretofore been done each stream 
will be thoroughly restocked for sixty 
or 100 miles. To create further inter- 
est in the work a reward of $25 will 
j be given for information leading to 
conviction of any person found dyna- 
miting streams,, shooting fish or hunt- 
ing without license.

; 1846, the House voting 174 to 14, the 

I Senate 40 to 2. 

| War was formally declared by Mex- 
ico ten days later, May 23, 1846. 

Mexico claimed Texas as a part of 
her territory, notwithstanding its in- 
dependence was acknowledged by the 
United States, England, France and 
other governments. 

The United States, by annexation, 
claimed the Rio Grande as the Texan 
boundary, and Mexico alleged that the 
western limit of the province never 
extended west of the Nueces River. 

The crossing by General Taylor was 
considered the commencement of the 
war, and Mexico made the attack. 

Impoverished by civil war, Mexico 
sought to replenish her treasury by 
plundering American vessels in the 
Gulf of Mexico and confiscating the 
property of American merchants with- 
in its borders. 

The treaty of peace was concluded 
at Gaudeloupe, Hidalgo, February 2, 
1848. 

h The battle of Palo Alto was fought 
May 8, prior to the declaration of war. 
& ! General Taylor commanded 2,300 men. 
W I The Mexican army of 6,000 was com- 
tlf I manded by General Arista. 

The battle of Resasca de la Palma 
was fought May 9 by General Taylor 
and his troops against General Arista 
and his troops. Taylor was victorious 
in both battles. 

September 21, 22 and 23 the battle 
of Monterey was fought, General Tay- 
lor commanding 6,600 troops and 
General Ampudia 10,000 troops. 

The battle of Buena Vista was 
fought February 22 and 23, 1847, Gen- 
eral Taylor in command of 4,700 
American troops and Santa Anna in 
command of 17,000 troops. 

March 25 to 29, General Scott at- 
tacked Vera Cruz with 12,000 men. 
|The Mexican forces of 6,000 were 
j commanded by Morales. 

April 17 and 18 the battle of Cerro 
I Gordo was fought by General Scott 
with 8,500 troops against Santa Anna 
with 12,000 troops. 

August 20, 1847, was fought the bat- 
tle of Churubusco, General Worth 
commanding 8,000 troops and Santa 
Anna 25,000 Mexican troops. 

September 8 General Worth again 
fought the Mexicans at El Molina del 
Rey, having 3,500 American troops 
against Santa Anna's 14,000 Mexican 
troops. 

September 13 was fought the battle 
of Chapultepec, General Scott in com- 
mand of the American forces, 7,200 
men, and Santa Anna in command of 
25,000 Mexican troops. 

September 13 and 14 General Scott 
[attacked the City of Mexico and cap- 
j tured it. 

In all of the important conflicts the 
I American troops were uniformly suc- 
I cessf ul, though many of the battles 
; were doubtful for a time. Santa An- 
{ na was in command of the largest 
i Mexican forces, and, notwithstanding 
! his various defeats, retained the con- 
I fideince of the Mexican people, 
j The number of American regulars 
. engaged in war was 27,506. The num- 
ber of volunteers was 73,781. 

Texas furnished the largest number 
I of volunteers, 8,018 ; Louisiana, 7,947 ; 
i Missouri, 7,016; Illinois, 6,127; Ohio, 
15,536; Illinois, 6 r 127; Tennessee, 5,865, 
Kentucky, 4,842. 

The total number of Americans 
killed during the war, lasting nearly 
two years, was 1,049; 508 died of their 
wounds; 3,420 were wounded. 

The regulars constituted one-fourth 
of the entire force. More than one- 
half of the killed were regulars. Out 
of a total of 508 soldiers who died of 
their wounds 408 were regulars, and 
2,100 regulars were wounded out of a 
total of 3,420.

Trips to Be Taken Over Them in Au- 
tomobiles During the Reunion of 
Confederates May 6, 7, 8. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April. — It is safe 
to say that hundreds, and possibly 
thousands, of visitors to Jacksonville 
during the week of the great Reunion 
of Confederate Veterans and Sons of 
Veterans, will make the trip from 
their homes in automobiles. Numer- 
ous inquiries have been received from 
all parts of the country concerning 
road conditions, and especially in re- 
gard to the practicability of reaching 
other points in Florida by automobile 
trips from Jacksonville. 

For the information of auto owners, 
desirous of bringing their cars to 
Jacksonville at the time of the Re- 
union, attention is called to the fact 
that the city license books show that 
there are over 2,000 licensed automo- 
biles in the city of Jacksonville alone, 
and during the past winter season 
more than 2,500 motor-driven vehicles 
have passed through Jacksonville en 
route to various places on the Florida 
peninsula. Unless there were fairly 
good roads, leading from Jacksonville 
to other sections of the State, there 
would not have been one-tenth as 
many cars in Florida this season, and 
the home people of Jacksonville would 
not have invested so heavily in motor 
vehicles. 

Duval county, of which Jacksonville 
is the county seat, was among the first 
of the Florida counties to issue road 
improvement bonds and to begin the 
paving of its highways with vitrified 
paving brick and concrete. With a 
population of only 75,000 in 1909, this 
county issued road improvement bonds 
that year to the amount of $1,000,000, 
that not more 
than $250,000 was to be expended in 
road construction each year for four 
j years. The bonds were sold at a 
! handsome premium and the money 
vhas all been expended on the roads of 
the county, with a result that this 
county now has_some of the very best 
in the South, and these roads are a 
joy to the joyrider and to all persons 
who use them. 

But this is not all; for the Board of 
County Commissioners is at the pres- 
ent time working up interest in a 
proposition to issue from $2,000,000 to 
$5,000,000 additional road improve- 
ment bonds and construct a system of 
paved roads and highways throughout 
the county of Duval that will be a 
model for all sections of the country. 

Jacksonville is only seventeen miles 
j in a direct line from the Atlantic 
1 Ocean, where there is one of the finest 
) beaches in the world, affording a speed- 
| way four hundred feet in width and 
j twenty miles in length. Here is the 
j ideal automobile course and it is vis- 
{ ited by thousands of cars every year. 

From the city to the seashore the 
| county has constructed a magnificent 
| boulevard, paved with vitrified brick 
and with concrete for the entire dis- 
tance. Hundreds of cars traverse this 
Atlantic Boulevard, as it is known, 
daily, and during the Reunion many 
thousands of visitors will make the 
trip by auto to the beach. Once on 
the seashore they will find much to 
• interest them. Surf bathing will be 
j at its best during the Reunion week 
j and many visitors from interior points, 
i who have never before had the oppor- 
j tunity to plunge into the big breakers 
of Old Ocean, will, find the experience 
! a novel and delightful one. 
i Prom Jacksonville to St. Augustine 
; the distance by auto is 38 miles and 
; the trip is easily made in two hours. 
In fact, the record for the trip is one 
hour and nine minutes, but that is ai- 
mos: too fast for a trip to the oldest 
city in the United States. 

The road from South Jacksonville, 
; on the. opposite side of the majestic 
St. Johns river from the Reunion city, 
is paved with shell for nine miles and 
i the going is good. Then comes six 
j miles of brick paving over which the 
cars fairly skim along. The next four 
. miles, to the Duval county line, have 
not yet been paved, but a temporary 
surface of shavings has been provid- 
ed. From the county line to St. Au- 
gustine, a distance of 18 miles, the 
road is not yet paved but shell has 
been placed in the wheel ruts and good 
time can be made by the average car. 

Still another attractive trip, on the 
j south side of the St. Johns river, is 
, that to Mandarin, a pretty little vil- 
! lage on the banks of the river, about 
fifteen miles from the city. This road 
j is well paved with shell for the entire 
; distance and passes through some 
' very pretty orange groves, which in 
. themselves are an attraction f_o all. 
'At Mandarin there are a number of 
attractive homes, surrounded by, pret- 
I ty gardens, groves and farms. This 
village is the site of the former home 
of the late Mrs. Harriett Beecher 
Stowe. the author of "Uncle Tom's 
! Cabin." 

The city of Jacksonville has sixty 
I miles of paved streets and contracts 
I are now outstanding for several addi- 
j tional miles, work on which will start 
! immediately after the reunion, as it is 
| the desire of the city authorities not 
to have the streets torn up while the 
visitors are here. 

Sight-seeing automobiles are numer- 
ous in Jacksonville every winter and

A case recently came to 
light in Texas where a check, written 
on "safety paper," had been raised 
from $20.10 to $50.10. A few slight 
changes with pen and ink, with one 
little acid change, accomplished the 
trick. 

The cleverness of the check-raising 
crook is manifest by the fact that he 
never tampers with the signature, and 
that being genuine, raised checks are 
often paid by bankers. It is very nec- 
essary that all people doing a bank- 
ing business exercise all possible care 
in writing their own checks, as in 
nearly every case in which a check- 
raiser figures it is the individual giv- 
ing the check, and not the bank, 
which sustains the loss.

00 ANIMALS REASON OR 

FEEL HUMAN PROJECTION 

(Pari/ Cor. Chicago News. ) . . . . 

Pre* Hatchet Souplet, director of 
he French Institute of Zoological 
Psychology, is not convinced that an- 
mals have reasoning powers. He 
hinks it is the projection of the hu- 
man nerve fluid or explosion of human 
vill-power to which animals are more 
sensative than men, that produces 
such phenomena as Heir Krall's 
aorse, Muhammed, in Elberfield. Ger- 
many, which extracts cube roots,, and 
Herr Mockel's dog, Rolf, in Mann- 
heim, Germany, which speaks by 
means of tapping a lot of letters with 
his paws. 

"Reasoning animals," says Prof. 
Scuplet in an article published, ' are 
as fashionable as were sympathetic 
snails and tipping tables formerly. 
Hardly a week has passed in the last 
six months without new discoveries 
along this line. Respectable women 
and grave men have brought to the 
attention of this institute a cat that is 
an astronomer, a mule that is a moral 
philosopher, a mackerel that is a po- 
litical economist, and a multitude of 
dogs and horses that calculate, solve 
geometrical problems, compound 
drugs, write plays and compose mu- 
sic. These are the exact expressions 
employed by our correspondents." 

Prof. Souplet expresses the theory 
that animals have highly developed 
senses capable of feeling the so-called 
human nervous fluid, which already 
has been barometrically measured by 
such experimenters as Joire, Baraduc, 
Duchatel and Warcolier. He cites 
the example of a dog that is separated 
from his master by a curtain and yet 
hangs its tail when the master pre- 
tends madnes3, and wags its tail when 
the master pretends gladness. Hence 
admitting that certain dogs and horses 
are exceptionally intelligent, Prof. 
Souplet expresses the belief that in 
some way an impulse is unconscious- 
ly communicated to a horse or dog, 
indicating exactly when it is to stop 
tapping its foot, etc. 

"Electrical tricks," continues the 
professor, "are employed in some cir- 
cuses on "fake" calculating animals. 
Wireless emissions of electricity ring 
a tiny bell hidden in a horses mane 
or ears or on a desk behind which 
it stands, indicting to the animal to 
stop whatever movement it ha

He never expected to see the time- 
piece again. A few days ago. how- 
ever, a Mr. Haney, while doing the 
spring plowing on the tract where the 
watch was lost, dug up the missing 
timepiece, which had been buried 
twelve inches beneath the surface. It 
is a coincidence that the watch was 
dug up by an Avery plow, and that its 
hands pointed to 10:15, which was ap- 
proximately the time, -.vnen it was lost 
and also within a few minutes of the 
time when it was found. The heavy 
screw case had so effectively kept out 
dirt and moisture in the twelve years 
that it lay buried that when wound it 
started off again without cleaning or 
adjusting. As the timepiece is now 
twelve years and three weeks slow, 
Mr. Payne will have "the watch sent 
to a jeweler to be brought up to date. 
For a part of the time since the watch 
was lost the land had been in pasture, 
or it might have been found sooner.

The Bradley bill providing for the 
selection and purchase of a monument 
or memorial to the memory of Gen. 
George Rogers Clark, to be located in 
Jefferson county, was reported favor- 
ably by the Senate Library Commit- 
tee at Washington, Tuesday. It 
names President Wilson, Gen. Wm. B. 
Haldeman, Bernard Bernheim %nd 
Vice President Marshall as members 
of a commission to be known as the 
Clark Monument or Memorial Com- 
mission, to select and procure a loca- 
tion at some point in Jefferson coun- 
ty, Ky., and to select a plan and de- 
sign for a monument or memorial. 

It provides that the limit of cost for 
the memorial shall be $350,000, of 
which the bill immediately appropri- 
ates $10,000. The commission is to 
serve without pay, to submit annually 
to Congress an estimate of the 
amount of money necessary for carry- 
ing on the work, to employ those 
whom it deems necessary, and to 
avail itself of the services or advice 
of the Commission of Fine Arts. The 
bill has been pending for some time, 
and there is little likelihood that it 
will be passed at this session.

Company. "Terry's Mexico" is not a 
book of hasty impressions.; it is a 
compendium of exact information 
taold in practical and interesting fash- 
ion. The chapter on Vera Cruz is 
just now Of peculiar interest. This 
City was named La Villa Rica de la j 
Vera Cruz, ("The fich Town of the | 
True Cross") by Hernando Cortes, 
who anchored in the roadstead April 
21, 1519, and landed the following day, 
which was Good Friday. Almost im- 
mediately the settlement was moved 
inland, but in 1590 Gaspar de Zuniga, 
Viceroy of Mexico and Count of Mon- 
terey, ordered the town removed to 
the original site. For many years the 
present town was called New Vera 
Cruz to differentiate it from the old 
abandoned town. Until the middle of 
the last century a high stone wall sur- 
rounded the port, completely exclud- 
ing the purifying sea breezes and ren- 
dering it one of the most unhealthy 
spots on the Gulf Coast. Few cities 
have suffered more heart-breaking 
trials. It has been repeatedly sacked 
by buccaneers, bombarded by foreign 
fleets, scourged by cholera and yellow- 
fever, torn by internecine strife, and 
buffeted and wrecked by hurricanes. 
At the elose of the Mexican war for 
independence (1821) the Spanish 
troops subjected the port to such a 
terrifiic bombardment that it was al- 
most ground to powder.
